Pastere underlined once again the absolute lace ef political influence in the 
curent eyndical action and the spontaneous so.idarity of the derision to 
siviie, shown by the various oxgenizations in the various Seegincial repre~ 
aantationg. “Aa a result of thig solidarity," stated Pastere, "Deputy fa Pires 
$alechoned me to have the strike pat off." Pastore had to reply im the 
nogatiive since, of the 92 provinces, 62 had communicated their adherence and 
ouly % their abstentio: fromparticipation in the strike. ‘ese SO, * added 
Fastore, *justified their decision on the inexcusable grounds ef fear."
